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Council Seeks To Have Dentist

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. Pres¬ 
ent Mayor Aboussafy, Councillors 
Cox, Dutil, Lowe, Jenkins, Ramsay 
and Wilson. 

Correspondence was received 
from the War Assets Corporation 
revealing that no fire trucks are 
available at the present time. 

Correspondence was received 
from the Department of Public 
Works stating that the cleaning 
out of a section of the Nez Perce 
creek was not its responsibility. 
Council will now discuss the matter 
with E. 0. Duke, MLA, advising 
him that the Department saw fit to 
clean out the creek within the in¬ 
corporated area of Blairmore and 
therefore should have no good rea¬ 
son for not doing the same for 
Coleman. 

The Department of Health has 
granted council’s request that it 
go 50-50 with council in paying S. 
Bettinger an annual fee of $80 for 
looking after the nuisance ground. 

Secretary was authorized to pur¬ 
chase modern traffic buttons. 

A letter of thanks was received 
from the local branch of the Cana¬ 
dian Red Cross by council for its 
co-operation during the recent visit 
of the Blood Clinic. 

Latest water analysis reveals 
that the local drinking water supply 
still remains pure. 

Correspondence from the Health 
League off Canada was received 
and filed. It asked that council 
sponsor a tag day in its behalf. 

A circular letter was received 
from the Dental Association, a fed¬ 
eral body, asking detailed informa¬ 
tion on Coleman with the purpose 
in view of locating a dentist here. 
A favorable report has been for¬ 
warded to the Association by the 
town secretary. 

A letter was received from the 
Department of Municipal Affairs 
setting Coleman social services tax 
at $810. 

A letter was received from the 
Board of Public Utility Commis¬ 
sioners drawing council’s attention 
to the legal notice at present run¬ 
ning in The Journal which states 
application has been made to the 
Board for permission to increase 
milk prices in the Crows’ Nest 
Pass. 

After some discussion council 
was unanimous in its decision to 
oppose this proposed increase and 
it was decided that town solicitor 
Sam Bannan be authorized to gath¬ 


er necessary material and represent 
the town of Coleman when the 
hearing takes place next Wednes¬ 
day morning, May 30, before 
Chairman Blackstock. 

The provincial municipal associa¬ 
tion convention will be held in Cal¬ 
gary on June 28 and 29. Council 
will be represented, delegates to 
be appointed at the next regular 
meeting. 

Council struck the 1945 mill rate 
at 24, with a 10% discount on all 
current taxes paid on or before 
Aug. 15, 1945. 

It was decided to set June 9 as 
the last day in which citizens will 
be given to clean up their yards 
and back alleys. 

A portion of the fence in the un¬ 
ion cemetery is at present being 
repaired. Council now calls upon 
all persons having responsibility in 
looking after a grave in either cem¬ 
etery to restore it to good condi¬ 
tion. Persons who have not the time 
and have graves which should be 
looked after, such as straightening 
the head stone, filling in sunken 
graves, etc., should inform council 
members who will have the work 
done for a reasonable fee. 

Young cyclists came in for crit¬ 
icism. It was reported by one coun¬ 
cillor that a number make a bee 
line from high school down through 
the parking lot at the Grand Union 
into main street without thought 
of danger to themselves or motor¬ 
ists who may be driving on the 
street. On Saturday evening a vis¬ 
itor from Hillcrest was knocked 
down n the sidewalk by a cyclist. 
There was too much cycling on 
the sidewalks and it had to be stop¬ 
ped. Another councillor criticized 
the lack of lights on bicycles at 
night. It was decided to place an 
advertisement in The Journal cau¬ 
tioning cyclists against dangerous 
driving; must keep off the side¬ 
walks; must have lights while rid¬ 
ing at night, and failure to comply 
with council’s request would result 
in serious consideration being given 
the question of licensing bicycles in 
town. 

The town’s Honor Roll will be 
finished soon, it now being in the 
hands of a local citizen who is busy 
printing the names on the roll. 

Councillors Lowe and Wilson 
were appointed to the Sports As¬ 
sociation committee.

Death came to William “Bill” 
Pryde, 52, at about 9 o’clock Tues¬ 
day evening between Macleod and 
Claresholm while enroute to a Cal¬ 
gary hospital in the local ambu¬ 
lance and accompanied by Dr. Ha¬ 
worth. 

Deceased suffered a fractured 
neck while working in McGillivray 
mine on Monday morning. He was 
immediately rushed to the hospital 
where a cast was placed about the 
injured neck. On Tuesday after¬ 
noon his condition was seen to be¬ 
come progressively worse and it 
was decided to rush him to Cal¬ 
gary. 

An inquest will be held in the 
council chambers on Wednesday 
evening to inquire into cause of 
death, Coroner Don MacPherson 
presiding.

Pryde came from Lohore, Fifeshire, 
Scotland, to Canada.. He resided 
with his parents, now deceased, for 
a few years in Lethbridge before 
coming to Coleman in 1920. He had 
been an employee of McGillivray 
Creek for many years. 

He had been widely travelled, 
having resided for some years in 
Australia, New Zealand, Fiji Is¬ 
lands and at Honolulu. 

He had been a member of the 
Coleman Pigeon Society for many 
years and pigeon racing was his 
hobby.

Surviving are a sister, Mrs. Alex.

This serves to emphasize the vital 
need for health service in industry 
and the Industrial Division of the 
Health League of Canada stresses 
this fact in an attractive 32-page 
booklet just issued. 

The booklet tells of benefits which 
can be derived from industrial 
health programs, their cost and their 
objectives. Their operation is gone 
into in detail under the following 
headings: 

Personnel required; part-time nurs¬ 
ing services; services provided to em¬ 
ployees; physical examinations; duties 
of medical staff; control of absentee¬ 
ism; dental and eye care; control of 
venereal diseases; detection of tuber¬ 
culosis; placement of veterans; labor- 
management committees; dispensary 
equipment; food service for em¬ 
ployees, 

Also discussed are health services 
for smaller plants which employ 100 
or less. 

Part played by the Health League 
of Canada in the matter of industrial 
health is described -distribution of 
posters, leaflets and a monthly bulle¬ 
tin, and the holding of conferences 
being the keynotes of League services 
to both employers and employees. 

The booklet emphasizes that work¬ 
ers cannot be forced to take care of 
their health, but that through health 
education they can be induced to 
want to do so. A systematic cam¬ 
paign of education is bound to im¬ 
prove employees’ health, reduce ab¬ 
senteeism and increase efficiency.

On the 11th of Decem¬ 
ber, 1942, John Bracken 
stood in the Audi¬ 
torium in Winnipeg be¬ 
fore a great concourse 
of people. John Bracken 
— the Farmer — was 
accepting the leadership 
of a great resurgent 
people’s party. In ring¬ 
ing tones he was speak¬ 
ing of “The People's 
Charter".

People Inspired 
By His Oratory 


When he took office, Mr. Churchill did not per-; 
mit the serious situation caused by the fall of 
France and the evacuation of the British Army | 
from Dunkirk, to alter his determination to 
continue the war against Germany. He declared that British policy would 
be “to wage war by sea, land and air with all our might and with all the 
strength that God can give us." This was the first of many stirring mes¬ 
sages which inspired the people cf the Empire and of all the freedom- 
loving nations, to have hope and faith that Germany would some day be 
defeated. Striking passages from his wartime speeches have been quoted 
so often that they might now be considered to be immortal, and there is 
no doubt but that these speeches will live on in English history and 
literature.
